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ICE  CHSANi  PRODUCCTOH 

Production  of  ice  cream  in  the  United  States  in  June,  estimated  at  7^^240,000 
gallons,  was  1 percent  more  than  in  June  1959  and  11  percent  larger  than  the  5 -year, 
1954-53  average  for  the  month,  the  Crop  Repoiding  Board  reports.  This  production 
vas  greater  than  in  June  in  any  other  year  of  record  except  1946. 

Ihe  seasonal  increase  from  May  to  June  this  year  of  l6  percent  exceeded  "both 
the  l4  percent  gain  at  this  time  last  year  and  the  12  percent  average  advance  in  the 
1954-58  period.  Temperatures  during  June  averaged  cooler  than  normal  in  most  of  the 
coiintry  east  of  the  Rocky  Mountains  and  north  of  the  lower  Mississippi  Valley  ex- 
cept the  north  and  middle  Atlantic  Coast.  They  were  warmer  generally  in  the  West 
except  in  portions  of  Washington,  Oregon,  and  Montana. 

Changes  in  ice  cream  production  from  June  3.ast  year  in  the  various  regions  were 
mixed.  Output  was  2 percent  less  in  the  North  Atlantic  States,  where  a decrease  of 
l4  percent  in  Pennsylvania  oiitweighed  a gain  of  6 percent  in  New  York.  Production 
was  2 percent  less  also  in  the  Mountain  States,  and  w'as  1 percent  smaller  in  the 
East  North  Central.  Output  was  about  the  same  in  the  South  Central  States.  A gain 
of  7 percent  in  the  Pacific  States  was  due  largely  to  an  3 percent  increase  in 
California.  Other  regional  increases  were  2 percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  States 
and  1 percent  in  the  West  North  Central. 

Compared  with  the  5-year,  1954-58  average  for  June,  increases  in  all  regions 
varied  from  4 percent  in  the  West  North  Central  to  21  percent  in  the  Pacific.-  Pro-' 
duction  was  up  6 percent  in  the  North  Atlantic  States  and  20  percent  in  the  South 
Atlantic,  A 13 -percent  gain  was  shown  in  the  East  North  Central  Region.  Other  in- 
creases were  6 percent  in  the  South  Central  States  and  I7  percent  in  the  Mountain. 
Production  was  up  15  percent  in  New  York  and  22  percent  in  California,  but  was  down 
9 percent  in  Pennsylvania.  Production  was  above  the  average  in  all  other  states 
except  Missouri,  Kansas,  and  the  lesser  producing  South  Central  States.

1959  "by  10  percent  and  the  June  195^-58  average  by  32  percent.  Output  gained  22 
percent  between  May  and  June,  as  against  11  percent  at  this  time  a year  ago  and  1^+ 
percent  on  the  average  in  the  previous  5 -year  period.  Sharp  seasonal  advances  were 
indicated  in  all  regions  of  the  country''. 


Ice  mi]Jc  production  was  larger  than  in  June  a year  ago  in  all  regions.  In- 
creases were  especially  sharp  in  the  two  Atlantic  Regions.  Substantial  gains  were 
indicated  in  the  remaining  regions  except  the  West,  where  output  increased  only 
moderately .

June  production  of  sherbet  in  the  United  States  was  estimated  at  5; ^15; 000 
gallons.  This  was  1 percent  larger  than  in  June  1959  8 percent  greater  than 

the  195^-58  average  for  the  month.  Output  the  first  half  of  this  year  totaled 
19,260,000  gallons  - 2 percent  more  than  in  the  January- June  period  a year  earlier 
and  10  percent  greater  than  the  195^i--58  average  for  these  months.  Production 
gained  28  percent  seasonally  between  May  and  Jione.  Sharp)  seasonal  advances  were 
indicated  in  all  regions  of  the  country. 

Compared  with  June  1959^  sherbet  production  increased  in  the  West  North 
Central,  South  Atlantic,  South  Central  and  Pacific  Regions.  Output  decreased 
moderately  in  the  North  Atlantic,  East  North  Central  and  Mountain  States.

U.3.  production  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  vith  fats  and  oils 
other  than  milhfat  during  June  was  estiiiiated  at  5^335^000  gallons:  a record  high  for 
the  month.  Output  was  8 percent  above  June  1959  and  4l  percent  over  the  195^-58 
average  for  the  month.  The  January- June  total  this  year  of  22,915^000  gallons  was 
8 percent  above  the  first  half  of  last  year  and  37  percent  above  the  5 -year  average 
for  this  period.  Production  advanced  seasonally  from  May  to  June  in  most  of  the 
important  Mellorine -producing  states.  Declines  irere  registered  in  only  Illinois  and 
Alabana. 

Changes  in  Mellorine  production  by  states  from  June  1959  vere  mixed.  Sharp 
gains  occurred  in  South  Carolina,  Arkansas,  Louisiana  and  California.  Losses  were  < 

indicated  in  Illinois,  Missouri,  Alabama  and  Montana.  Moderate  gains  were  shoim  in 
all  remaining  Mellorine -producing  states.

The  United  States  production  of  water  ices  during  June  totaled  5^695^000 
gallons.  This  was  3 percent  more  than  in  June  1959  15  percent  above  the  195^-58
